I'roper regulation of moisture is the 


greatest factor in securing health' 
plant growth. 
While plants cai 


withstand extremes in temperature 
correspoiiding extremes In ninlstun 
will surely tend to ruin, if not kill 
even the strongest plants. 


Water BlinuId bo given only whei 


needed and then in such copiotm 
quuntitiesnliat the toil is thorough!) 
soaked. When potting plants gpact 
sbuulci always be left at the top foi 
pouring in water. An Inch cr ar 
Inch and a half will tuilllce. 


Consider the kind of plant you are 


watering. 
Hull-stemmed kinds, es 


pecially those with large leaves, wll. 
require much more water than hard- 
wooded, slow growing kinds. While 
the former easily recover from drouth, 
the hard-wooded suffer permanently 
from ex trenies. 


The character of the soil should also 


regulate watering. Heavy clay soils 
sour easily, while very light loan 
soils dry out quickly, and unless care- 
fully watched! plants in them will 
wilt. In either vane it is better to 
water thoroughly and less frequently 
than to water sparingly and often. 


The seasons and time ol day should 


also be watched. Plants not in active 
growth should be watered sparingly 
until they have regained their foliage.

We have lost a most dear and valued 
relation, but It is the will of God and 
Nature that these mortal bodies be 
laid aside wben Ihe soul is to enter 
into real life. 
"Via rather an embryo 


slate, a preparation for living; a man 
is not completely born until lie Is 
dead. Why, then,' should we grieve 
lhat a new child is born among tbe 
imuiorluls, a new member added to 
their happy society? We are spirits. 
That bodies should be lent us while 
they can afford us pleasure, assist us 
in acquiring knowledge or doing good 
to our fellow creatures Is a kind and 
benevolent act of Ood. When they 
become unfit for these purposes and 
afford us pain instead of pleasure, in- 
stead of an alu become an Incumber- 
ance, and answer none of the Inten- 
tions for which they were given, It Is 
equally kind and benevolent that a 
way Is provided by which we may 
get rid of them.

We ourselves prudently choose a par- 
tial death. In some cases a mangled, 
painful limb, which cannot be re- 
stored, we willingly cut off.

School Medical Inspection, 


The following, written by Dr. W. 


C'. LeUompte, of Bristol, appears in 
the current issue of the liucks County 
iMcdical Monthly, the official journal 
of the .Bucks County Medical Associa- 
tion : 


"For many years, the State fult that 


it did its full duty in the matter of 
education of the youth of the land, 
when U provided the opportunity for 
every child to obtain an education. 
Of 
recent 
years, 
however, 
new 


thoughts in the matter of education 
have arisen, and probably no part of 
the educational problem lias received 
mote intelligent consideration and HO 
much benefit resulted, as in the study 
of physical defects of the child irt re- 
lation to tbe ability of life absorbing 
knowledge. 


"It is an accepted proposition that 


in order for a child tn profit by the 
advantages ottered in the school, it 
ohould be in u normal physical condi- 
tion, and moreover, a child Miot in 
imipei physical condition may be 
rreptirably harmed, both physically 
und 
mentally, 
by 
attendance at 


school. 


"The family does not realize the 


imi>ortanco of this priipositlon, and 
consequently, children are gent to 
school so soon as they reach an arbi- 
trary age.

growths, defective hairing, 
chronic 


skin uITeclkms and a host of less com- 
mon diseased 
conditions^ some of 


which are communicable, and there- 
fore a source of danger lo other pupils. 


"When we consider what a large 


proportion of unrecognized remediable 
physical defects have been 
found 


among the pupils where medical in- 
spection Is in force, is it not reason- 
able to suppose that the same condi- 
tions exist here among our pupils? If 
this be so, we certainly are not doing 
our full duty until we give them toe 
advantage of medical inspection."

The Old-time Summer. 


Every now and then some one dis- 


covers that our winter aud summer 
seasons are not what they used to be;

Those who deplore the passing ol 


the old-lime summer should look up 
tlie records of the year ISlfl, and note 
what happened then ; 1811! was called 
"Ihe year without » summer." There 
was a* frost in every month of the 
year. 
January and February Here 


wild; March was blustering and raw; 
at the end of April snow fell abund- 
antly, and tbe biooks were ice-im- 
prisoned as in winter. In May Ihe 
wondering buds and young plants 
were nipped ere they were aware; tlie 
corn crop was annihilated by au ice- 
sheut that formed to the thickness of 
half an inch. Jn June snow fell three 
inches deep in New York and Massa- 
chusetts, and the destruction of grow- 
ing thlugs begun in May was disas- 
trously completed. Oil the fifth of 
July ice as thick as window glass was 
a common phenomenon in Pennsyl- 
vania; aud in August there was In- 
half an inch thick. Pennsylvania 
farmers were compelled to pny $4 and 
$5 a bushel for corn forj the next 
spring's (limiting. 
Winter seemed to 


set in during tbe latter fortnight of 
September; from that time forward 
ice and snow were at no time lacking. 


Many persons are quite ready to 


ascribe to Halley's comet what they 
deem tue singular climatic conditions. 
They think Slay, 1910, was a much 
colder month than usual. As a mat- 
ter of fact, 
the temperature chart 


from May 1 through Memorial Day 
shows an excess of 17 degrees above 
the normal, with u total of 551 degrees 
since the beginning of the year. 


Bound For the Scrap Heap. 


Columbus (U.) State Journal. 


The battleship Oregon suited around 


Uape Horn, in the days of her pride, 
to assist in the conquest ot Spain. 
Tbat was only 12 years ago, and yet 
the Oregon is obsolete and no longer 
lit for act've duty, and will in a short 
time go to tbe scrap pile. Tbeie is not 
a warship in our navy that will be fit 
for war 10 or 12 years from now. Then 
will 200 or 300 millions of dollars be 
thrown away. 
Congress proposes two big battle- 


ships this year. They will cost $20,- 
000,000 or more, and every year there- 
after, many thousands beside, and yet 
In 10 or 12 years they will be tied up 
to tbe banks of Disuse. They will be 
no righting craft by that time. Their 
14-inch guns will be consumed In tar- 
fuel practice and their present efficiency 
will become dilapidated and hopeless. 
This is the penalty—tlie paying of 
large sums to tbe scrap pile—for the 
scare we fondle tbat we are in immi- 
nent danger of having some" natioi! at 
tack us. Hurelv, that burden we might 
get rid of, If we would half try.

We uru always pleased to get any 


item oi itenli; of news from the friends 
who occasionally contribute and, are 
under obligation to a lar^e number of 
excellent correspondents who send us 
news letters .from the different neigh- 
Ixirhoods regularly, or more or less 
regularly. We thank them all most 
heartily and hope they will continue 
to favor us. 


None of the rules which follow are 


aimed at anyone personally: in fact 
some c.f them are seldom violated by 
any correspondent, and we trust no 
offense will be taken. 


The ainr and the purpose—Get all 


the news that's flt to print and Inte- 
rest as many as possible; not one or 
two. 


First of all. The Gazette is a news- 


paper, designed to give the news ot the 
neighborhood and 
county, and no 


effort should be made to make it the 
purveyor of mere gossip or the instru- 
ment of personal revenge. In dissemi- 
nating the news it must be reliable 
and impartial to the utmost degree. 
Once in a great while some one who 
has a grudge against a neighbor writes 
a letter to the Gazette in which a 
sly thrust is made at tlie person he or 
she doesn't like. Sometimes it is clev- 
erly disguised and the editors are un- 
able lo detect it. This should never 
be done, and it isearnehtly honed that 
no correspondent or occasional contri- 
butor will soabuse our trust. Personal 
feeling should never dictate in giving 
news. 
Never overlook the comings 


and goings of neighbors whom you 
may not like. Give all the news of 
all the people, whether you like them 
or not. Avoid as much as (xissible 
I'hionicling the 
calls made by one 


neighbor upon another who live close 
by. There is little news value in such 
items. 


Write about the coinings and goings 


of your neighborhood—those who visit 
from a distance or from some other 
town or neighborhood, and those who 
go away <;n business or to visit. Tell 
who they are visiting anil whore anil 
when, and write names plainly and 
correctly. Don't use nick-names, but 
always the proper name. 


Get all deaths, giving full particu- 


lars—date, age, residence, 
cause of 


death, full name, number of children, 
if any left; where they live, and all 
other particulars. 


Get all marriages and particulars of 


weddings. 


Give account'of all accidents, fires, 


new buildings of Importance, sales of 
farms or large property ; who sold and 
who bought; crimes, if any are com- 
mitted, with correct and accurate de- 
tails. 
Report large crops and crop 


prospects. 


iicport any unusual business activ- 


ity-.Report everything of a news charac- 
ter. 
Leave nothing out which has 
news value or wliich will interest tbe 
readers of a newspaper. 
Repoit nothing or a personal naure 


or which will wrong anybody in the 
slightest. 


Don't report rumors which have no 


foundation or rumors which would In- 
jure a person if untrue. 


Write the letter with the dateof Fri- 


day, the Gazette's publication day, in 


lind. 
A newspaper in the fullest sense re- 


flects the community in its proper 
light to its readers. In justice to bis 
or her town or neighborhood, a corres- 
pondent should regard these rules for 
the publishing of trilling gossip and 
uninteresting events of a town 01 a 
community discredits the people and 
the neighborhood and holds them up 
belore others in an improper light. If 
you havn't time to get every item iu 
readable shape, give tbe details in or- 
der and the editors will arrange or re- 
arrange the matter properly.
